gives the number of students from free world countries, by 
country, now attending college* in the USSR. Information concerning 
fields of study and the particular colleges attended is not available. 

In addition to students from free world countries, many students 
from European and Asian, communist countries attend Soviet 
colleges. We know of no recent unclassified information on the 
number of such students, but we believe that there are approxi- 
mately 10, Obi) at this time. 

The results of a comprehensive survey of foreign students 
in the United States, by country of origin, fields of study, and 
colleges attended, appear in Open Doors mo . a publication of the 
Institute of International Education.
